UK. to sell Saudis 
air defence system

LONDON. — Britain has won a 
£250 million contract. to supply 
Saudi Arabia with the ground 
facilities for an ultra modern air 

force, 

The deal wag finalized during the 
recent visit tg the Arabian 
peninsula by British Defence Sec- 


.| retary Lord Carrington, It is ex- 


pected that the official announce- 
ment of the contract will be an- 
‘nounced in Parliament tomorrow 
during a defence debate. 

This, the largest export order ever 
won by -Britain, has been awarded 
to the British Aircraft Corporation 
(BAC), the manufecturerg of the 
Jaguar fighter jet. 

In the BAC supplied the 
Saudis with British built Lightning 
aircraft, and .apparently King 
Feisal has decided to continue hig 
links with this company which 
managed to outbkl competing firms 
from the U.S. aud Europe. 7 

The deal is being described here 
as almed at providing Saudi Arabla 
with improved air defence capability. 

It will include the supply of the 
latest radar equipment and ground- 


to-alr missiles. In addition, the 
British company wil! construct 
seversl alr bases with complexea of 
runways, roads, maintenance and 
fuelling depots as well as an sir 
foree college. 

Tt is expected that the five-year 
contract to lay the infrastructure 
for handling advanced combat planes 
will be followed by a Saudi purchase 
of top Ine fighter jets. BAC and 
the British Government can reason- 
ably expect that after doing the 
ground work they will be chosen to 
supply the aircraft, probably the 
‘Anglo-French Jaguar or even more 
advanced essault aircraft. . 

UPI reports from London that 
Britain 5 negotiating other arms 
deals with some other Arab 
countries, amid suggestions that the 
rich ones among them may supply 
money for delivery of arms also 
to Egypt.

Paris police query woman

Miami mother 
starved son, 4, 
to death 


MIAMI, Florida (AP). — A Miami 
mother who doctors said starved 
her 4-year-old son to death by feed- 
ing him nothing but chocolate miik 
drinks for three months has been 
given a prison sentence of up to 
16 years. 

Lois Jean Nozza wept on Mon- 
day as criminal court judge Alfonso 
Sepe eentenced ‘her to gix to 15 
years in prison for manslaugbter 
and one year to ἃ related charge. 

“We didn't starve our son," Mrs. 
Nozza said. ‘Dean meant more to 
us than anything In the world.” 

Dean Nozza died in November 
from what doctors said was mal- 
nutrition caused by living on a milk 
diet.

British 1972 jet crash 


LONDON (AP). — Hrrors by the 
crew caused a Trident jet crash 
which killed 118 persons in Britain's 
worst air disaster, an official inquiry 
sald yesterday. 

The inquiry report cited as a ma- 
jor factor in the crash the heart 
condition of Stanley Key, 51-year- 
old captain of the aircraft, which 
suddenly drop 
within seconds of off from 
London’s Heathrow Airport bound 
for Brussels last June. ὃ 

The report also blamed Inexpe- 
rienced junior crew members and 
criticized the state-owned British 
Huropean Airways (BEA) for not 
noting from previous Trident inci- 
dents “that there wags an apprecia- 
ple risk of premature droop retrac- 
tion at a dangerous speed.” 

The inquiry said the crash was 
caused by the premature retraction 
of droops on the leading edge of 
the plane's wings while it was in 
a steep climb, It said this caused 
the aircraft to lose power and go 
into a stall, falling like a stone 
from about 1,000 feet.
